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CRYSTAL 
CONTROLLED 
by Bob Eckweiler, AF6C 


‘Over the past week I've had a chance to 
monitor the VHF "Crystal" seismicmoni- 
tor using my PRO-2023 Radio Shack 
scanner, Let me share with you some of 
the observations I've noticed while lis- 
tening to the aftershocks of the recent 
Landersand Big Bear earthquakes. Since 
Thave no technical data on the "Crystal" 
system, the commentsI'm presenting are 
to excite others into a new SWL. hobby 
(Scismic Wave Listening)! When and if 
more data is available on "Crystal" and 
‘other seismic radio monitors we will 
keep you abreast of it in RF. 

For those of you who have not moni- 
tored "Crystal" it normally transmits a 
steady audio tonesomewherenear I KHz. 
When seismic activity occurs the tone 
avers around the center frequency. The 
shift of frequency appears to relate to the 
amplitude of the activity. The monitor 
seems very sensitive and respondsiovery 


‘small events. The audio tones seem 10 
havean upper and lower tone limit where 
the system saturates, During events near 
magnitude 4 the tone saturates fairly 
rapidly berween thetwotone limits sound- 
ingalmost similar toan HF RTTY trans- 
mission. 

Twice I've been monitoring when 
the tone appeared to saturate fora period 
of a second or two at one limit then 
rapidly switch to the other limit. Both 
times ground movement was felt in the 
shack a few seconds after the slow limit- 
ing tones started. These shocks were 
reported at magnitudes 5.2 and 5.5. 

While "Crystal" can't predict earth- 
quakes or really give you any substantial 
warning of a quake coming (no warning 
if the epicenter is closer to you than the 
monitor) it does offer a chance to learn 
‘more about our unsteady ground. 

I'm interested in any one else who 
has observations on "Crystal", or was 
monitoring when the magnitude 7.4 
struck during Field Day. I've been think- 
ing ofattaching a phase-lock-loop circuit 
to the output and monitor it on a com-
